spring. He should be ready to go. The 
loss of Eric Edmond hurts. He sat out the 
spring because of injury, then was 
declared ineligible, and will be lost for 
the season.

Levingston. The fact that Yarborough 
and Edmond did not work during the 
spring really helped these guys, and 
helped the depth situation in this area. In 
addition we have a junior college 
transfer, Eddie Pratt, coming in this fall 
whom we think will give us a boost. We 
believe we have enough good receivers 
here for this position to be a plus for us. 

Running Back: We went into the 
spring hoping to come out with four 
backs, and we feel we have that. Cer- 
tainly Terrance Hendricks had a good 
spring, and appears to be back to his 
freshman form. Ryan Christopherson 
had an outstanding spring. He earned 
our “Pitbull” award which is probably 
our most coveted spring award. He is 
an outstanding leader. We thought the 
young guys Dana Day and Damon Tur- 
ner showed some positive things. There 
is a fullback by the name of Billy Schmit 
who may help us in certain situations. 
He proved to be an outstanding blocker 
during spring ball. 

Quarterback: Certainly Joe Hughes is 
the guy. He had an excellent spring 
because he has really matured in the 
offense. He is like a coach on the field.

End: We feel we are in excellent shape 
in this area.

He missed all of spring with a bad back, 
and appears ready to go for the fall.

We moved John Burrough from defen- 
sive end, and he was playing very well 
until he sprained his ankle. Tackle seems 
to bea better position for him. His height 
(6-5) inside forces people to throw over 
him. He also has excellent leg strength. 
Heath Petersen made some progress 
during the spring, and we believe if he 
can stay healthy that Travis Studie will be 
able to help us. We just haven’t been 
able to get him on the field because of 
the injuries. We think we have at least 
four guys at tackle who can help us win. 
With the ends and tackles, we have felt 
all along that the defensive front could 
be a strength for us, and spring training 
did nothing to change our mind. 
Linebacker: This is an area that con- 
cerned us going into spring training, 
and we are still concerned.
